It has been said that Mr. 


Cleveland was a reluctant candidate. 
His friends had 
more 
consultation 


with him on the subject, hut he uni- 
formly discouraged rather than favor- 
ed tho movement. 
It was Mr. Man- 


ning, wlio served during part ot Clove-i 
land's first term as Secretary ot tho 
Treasury, who commutuk-d the buttlu 
that resulted In Mr. Cleveland's nom- 
ination. Tho Democrats had not elect- 
ed a President since tho success of 
the Republican party In 1S60. 
Mr. 


Cleveland regarded 
the' contest as 


doubtful at best, and had little Incli- 
nation to round out a successful ca- 
reer with a national defeat. 
He had 
never boen Intimate with tho Demo- 
cratic leaders of national fame, had 
traveled but little, and had the great- 
est aversion to anything like orna- 
menta! parading in politics. 


Cleveland's nomination In Chicago 


was accomplished against tho most 
aggressive opposition 
of 
Tammany 


Hall, led by the veteran John Kolly, 
Tammany was In absolute control of 
the City of New York, where it re- 
quired nearly 100,000 Democratic ma- 
jority ttj givo tho electoral voto of the 
State to a Democratic candidate. But 
Manning and his 'assoclutrs compelled 
Tammany to sumblt to havo its votes 
in tho convention cast for Cleveland 
under the unit rule. The result was 
that Cleveland was nominated to make 
the fight against James G. Blalno, the 
Republican candidate. In the Novem- 
ber election the popular vote cast'foi 
Mr. Cleveland was 4,911,017 as against 
4,8-18,334 cast for Mr. Blnlne. 


Cleveland's first administration was 


marked by general prosperity, by the 
admission of four new States, Wash- 
ington. Montana. North Dakota 
anil 


South Dakota. to the Union, and by a 
freer use of the veto power than gen. 
eraliy had been exercised by other 
Presidents. 
On the meeting ot Con- 


gress, In December, 18S7, ho devoted 
his annual message mainly to the re- 
duction in tariff duties in order to 
prevent the further' increase in the 
surplus of the TJ. S. Treasury. 
This 


message occasioned a prolonged dis- 
cussion of the.,principles ot 
protec- 


tion, nnd furnished the Issue in tho 
national political 
campaign of 1SS8, 


when Mr. Cleveland was renominatad 
by tho Democrats and Benjamin Har- 
rison was chosen as the Republican 
candidate. , Although tho former re- 
ceived u popular majority larger than 
ho had Iu 1K4, tho latter had tho 
greatest number of electoral 
votes, 


and accordingly, on Murrih 4, 1SSO, 
Air. Cleveland left Washington and re- 
moved to New York to engage In the 
practise 01' law. 


The defeat of 1S8S was accepted by 


most of the Democratic leaders as 
finally disposing of Mr. Cleveland as 
a national factor In the Democratic 
party. 
But when 1S92 rolled around 


and

ocratic leaders were compelled by an 
overwhelming sentiment o! the Dem- 
ocratic people to assent to his third 
nomination..
